AWARDED FOR 
DOCK AND ROAD 


road at the 
NASA Marshall Space Flight Cen- 
ter’s Mississippi Test Operations 
in Hancock County, Miss. 

The contract was awarded to- 
day by the U. S. Army Corps of 
Engineers, NASA’s agent for 
land acquisition and construction 
of the huge rocket testing center, 

The doek and road will be used 
by construction contractors work- 
ing at the reservation. It will be 
located on a harbor at the end of 
a channel which will be dredged 
into the site from the East Pearl 
River. 

A $668,340 contract has already 
been awarded for dredging a barge 
harbor and access channel in the 
same area. 

‘Work on the dock and road will 
begin June 1. It is expected to be 
finished in November of this year. 

Specifications on the job call 
for the construction of a dock 
consisting of steel-sheet pile cells 
filled with granular material and 
surfaced with stabilizeg aggregate, 
a small single story service build- 
ing at the dock, two wood-pile 
dolphins, a floodlighting system 
and one-half mile of two-lane. 
hard surfaced highway leading ro 
a proposed warehouse on the site. 

NASA will test its giant Saturn 
rocket stages and engines at Miss- 
issippi Test Operations when the 
$500 million facility is finished.

tent, some of it twice as high as 
normal yellow corn. 

Dr. E. J. Day, of the Experiment 
Station Poultry Department, re- 
cently conducted a four weeks test 
on broiler pigmentation. He found 
that the same degree of pigmenta- 
tion could be obtained with half 
as much of the new corn as with 
regular corn. 

“These strains of yellow_ corn 
alone will be sufficient to supply 
the xanthophyll needed in most 
Poultry rations,” Dr. Day said. 
“Feeds fed to layers producing 
eggs for breakout operations 
would be the only ones which 
would neéd to contain xantho- 
phylls from sources other than 
high xanthophyll corn. In such in- 
stancess the use of high xantho- 
phyll corn would greatly reduce 


the amount of other pigmenting | 


feedstuffs needed.” 

The new yellow strains of corn 
are not yet fully developed and 
are not therefore available for 
general planting. The feeding tests 
were conducted to establish the 
value of the corn and to justify 
further development. 

The complete report is publish- 
ed in the May issue of Mississippi 
Farm Research available on re- 
quest from the Experiment Sta- 
tion at State College.

No classification is perm: 
and in some cases, Wës 
dates are set. A man classified ‘ag 
available for service may find ‘his 
individual situation so changed 
hat the local board may defer 
him. And a man who is deferred 
or exempt may not remain in that 
class after the conditions on which 
the exemption or deferment is 
based cease to exist. 

The classification assigned by 
the local board determines, basi- 
cally, whether a man will enter 
service in his turn or remain 
temporarily in civilian life. The 
local boards are m¥dé' up of un- 
naid, volunteer citizens of ‘the 
community. They may not be 
members of the military service. 

The local board may require a 
registrant to appear before it and 
has the authority to subpoena 
witnesses. Every registrant is fe- 
quired to submit to the board 
information requested of him. It 
is very important for the regis- 
trant to keep his local board ad- 
vised of his current status and 
change of address.

FIRE ANT CONTROL 


Mirex, used according to recom- 
mendations does a good job of 
controlling imported fire ants. 
Remember to read the instruc- 
ions carefully and follow them 
completely, 

Mirex is effective for around 
two weeks when applied as a 
mound treatment or broadcast. Do 
not mix mirex with fertilizer or 
other material in order to distri- 
bute it over the field. 

Tve gotton quite a few inquiries 
about fallout. To answer these 
folks and some others who may 
not have gotten around to asking, 
I've done a little digging for 
facts. 

Some insects are helpful and 
some are harmful, we all know 
that. It just depends on whether 
they’re working for us or against 
us. Well, it’s much the same with 
radiation. Some controlled forms, 
like X-rays, are helpful aids to 
better living. Other types, like the 
gamma rays and beta particles re- 
leased in a nuclear explosion, 
can do a great deal of damage. 
But, like harmful insects, they 
can be lived with. The trick is in 
knowing how. 

Radioactivity Io nothing new. 
It’s a form of energy similar to

light or radio waves, and like 
them, can be made to serve man- 
kind. Atomic energy can propel 
ships, planes and other vehicles. 
It can aid in medical research. It 
can light our homes and run our 
factories. Uncontrolled, as in fall- 
out, it can also kill us. Here’s why. 

When a bomb bursts on or close 
to the ground, the fireball draws 
a great deal of earth up into the 
air. Here it melts and mixes with 
radioactive material from the 
bomb. This is the stuff that faħs 
out”. 

Fallout danger comes from two 
distinct forms or radioactivity, 
gamma rays and beta particles, 
You can think of gamma Tays as 
a form of invisible light that can 
penetrate deep into most objects. 
including you. When they do, they 
can damage or distroy living cells. 
If enough cells are injured, peo. 
ple or animals sicken and may die. 
It takes shielding of a dense ma- 
terial to stop gamma rays. This 
shielding cuts the danger from 
tadiation much as goggles cut the 
dangerous glare from welding. 
The thicker and heavier the shield- 
‘ng, the less radiation gets 
through. For example. about 99 
yercent of the radiation would 
"e absorbed by .%4 inches of lead. 
7 inches of cteel, 24 inches of 


“oncrete. 36 inches of earth, 50| 


inches of water or 90 inches of 
wood. i 
Beta particles, are quite dif- 


ferent. Their radiation is not very 
penetrating; ordinary clothing 
will shield you. Enough of them 
on the body can cause skin burns. 
And, the particles can cause you 
and your livestock internal damage 
if they are taken into the body 
with food, feed or water. 

To sum up - the only way to 
protect your self from radiation 
is to stay away from it. Shield 
yourself from gamma rays by 
taking shelter. Protect your skin 
from beta particles and keep 
them out of food, feed, and water.
